At  the  same  t'^’e  tee  President  ex- 
pressed a fervent  hope  that  the 
scientlfto  principle  of  radto-auitlvliy 
established  by  Ume.  Curie  in  the  re- 
search work  which  led  to  her  dis- 
covery of  radium  might  be  found  to 
dominate  also  the  relations  of  man- 
kind In  the  present  world  crisis  so 
that  the  yearnings  and  aspirations  of 
the  many  may  radiate  a new  spirit  of 
servloe  to  the  souls  of  chosen  leaders. 

Formal  presentation  of  tbs  gift  to 
Madame  Curie,  who  came  to  this 
country  expressly  to  rsoslvs  It,  was 
made  at  the  White  .House  at  a cere- 
mony attended  by  high  officials  of 
the  Oovemment  and  by  a committee 
of  thoee  responsible  for  raising  the 
purchase  fund  of  |1M,0O4.  Tbs 
radium  will  be  used  to  continue  re- 
search work  for  prevention  of  disease.

Ambassador  Harvey  discussed  what 
be  called  the  "sentient,  perilous  pres- 
ent,*' declaring:  “We  will  get  nowhere 
until  we  abruptly  put  aside  academic 
discussion  of  theoretical  proposals 
and  manfully  face,  without  mincing 
or  wincing,  actual  realities.  Ws  must 
realise  the  time  has  come  to  praottao 
that  we  have  been  pfeaohing  and 
demonstrate  our  fidelity  by  our  acts. 

"That  is  the  business  primarily  of 
governments  end  officials  charged 
with  public  responsibility.  Very  good.

Thomas  McNutt.  Saltcoats,  was  the 
last  speaker  on  the  amendment.  The 
debate  had  been  carried  on  practled- 
iy  entirely  from  the  opposition 
benches  all  afternoon  and  evening. 
Donald  Sutherland,  South  Oxford,  re- 
sumed the  debate  In  the  aftelnfon, 
and  was  followed  by  Hod!  Mackensls 
King,  the  Liberal  leader.  The  only 
Government  speaker  during  the  long 
night  hours  was  the  member  from 
Haldjmand,  F.  R.  Lalor.

"There  atlll  aeema  to  linger  In  the 
minds  of  many  here  the  Impreaaion 
that  In  aome  way  or  other  America 
may  yet  be  beguiled  into  the  League 
I of  Nations.  Let  me  show  you  how 
utterly  abeurd  such  a notion  la. 
a “I  need  not  recall  the  long  contest 
waged  between  the  two  branches  of 
our  government  over  this  proposal.  I 
need  hardly  mention  that  the  conflict 
became  so  sharp  that  even  the  treaty 
went  by  the  board,  to  the  end  that 
today,  paradoxically  enough,  America 
continues  to  be  technically  at  war  but 
actually  at  peace,  while  Europe  la 
nominally  at  peace  but,  acoordlng  to 
all  reports.  Is  not  wholly  free  from

“Finally,  the  question  of  America’s 
participation  in  the  League  came  be- 
fore the  people,  who  decided  by  a 
majority  of  seven  millions.

LONDON,  May  20.— A Hslalngfsrs 
dispatch  to  the  Central  News  today 
says  thst  sharp  differences  of  opinion 
regarding  the  composition  of  the  Rus- 
sian Soviet  Government  developed 
between  Nikolai  Lenine.  Bolsheviki 
Premier,  and  Leon  Trotsky,  War  Min- 
ister. at  this  week's  meeting  of  the 
rioviet  council. 

According  to  Moscow  reports,  ths 
dispatch  adds  Lenine  advocated  the 
Inclusion  of  representatives  of  other 
than  the  Bolsheviki  parties,  but  Trot- 
sky severely  criticised  the  suggestion 
and  requested  adjournment  Vf  the  de- 
bate. 

RIGA.  May  20. — According  to  a 
dispatch  received  here  from  Moscow 
the  fourth  all- Russian  congress  of 
grades  unions  convened  May  16,  but 
did  not  get  started  until  the  night  of 
May  17,  when  2,609  delegates  began 
sessions  which  may  have  Important 
Influence  on  future  Russian  politics. 
The  congress  will  be  given  partial 
legislative  powers. 

Leon  Trotsky,  the  Russian  Minister 
of  War,  reports  of  whose  serious  ill- 
ness with  a malady,  said  to  be  cancer, 
are  given  aome  credence  In  Russian 
circles  here.  Is  not  the  only  one  of  the 
Soviet  Russian  leaders  whose  health 
has  given  way.  it  appears  from  cur- 
rent developments.  In  the  case  of 
some  of  these  leaders.  Indeed,  the 
reports  regarding  them  have  been 
verified  by  their  appearance  in  the 
Baltic  st&tee  or  Germany  recently  for 
treatment.

OTTAWA,  May  29.— A delegation 
con  elating  of  leader*  of  the  respective 
Ktoupa  In  the  Manitoba  Legislature 
waited  upon  the  Prime  Minister  and 
members  of  the  Cabinet  this  morning 
to  present  a resolution  requesting  the 
Immediate  return  of  the  natural  re- 
sources to  that  Province.  The  resolu- 
tion. which  was  presented  by  T.  C. 
Norris,  Premier  of  Manitoba,  was  one 
which  received  the,  unanimous  sup- 
port of  the  Legislature.  It  calls  upon 
the  Dominion  Government  "to  effect 
the  transfer  to  provincial  control  of 
all  lands  and  natural  resources  within 
the  Province  hitherto  alienated.” 

The  resolution  further  states  that 
the  Manitoba  Legislature  Is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Province  is  entitled 
to  compensation  upon  a fiduciary 
basla  for  all  public  lands  and  natural 
resources  alienated  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Dominion.  The  delegation  *alao 
asked  that  the  Dominion  Government 
proceed  to  expropriate  the  Norman 
dam  and  assume  control  of  the  waters 
of  the  Lake  of  the  Woods. 

Premier  Meighen,  8ir  James 
Lougheed  and  Hon.  J.  A.  Calder. 
Minister  of  .Immigration,  received 
the  delegation,  which  was  supported 
by  a number  of  Western  members  in 
the  Federal  House. 

Premier  Meighen,  In  replying,  said 
the  Government  In  1911  committed 
itself  definitely  to  the  return  of  the 
natural  resources  to  the  prairie  prov- 
inces. He  believed  that  the  re- 
sources should  be  returned,  .but  the 
question  of  terms  was  the  stumbling- 
block.  Time  after  time  the  question 
had  been  discussed  In  the  House,  and 
it  waa  found  Impossible  to  arrive  at 
terms  of  settlement.  He  emphasized 
the  point  that  the  terms  must  be 
such  as  to  pass  the  Dominion  Parlia- 
ment. It  waa  all  very  well  to  eay  that 
other  provinces  had  no  Interest  In  the 
matter,  but  this  attitude  would  not 
appeal  to  Parliament. 

He  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
grievance  was  not  so  great  as  the 
prairie  provinces  thought.  The  House 
would  neverl  accept  an  arrangement 
on  a fiduciary  basis.  Kepreeenlativss 
of  the  provinces  should  get  together 
and  try  to  arrive  at  some  mutually 
satisfactory  agreement  for  submis- 
sion to  the  Dominion. 

In  regard  to  the  Lake  of  the  Woods. 
Premier  Meighen  said  that  the  Do- 
minion Government  had  come  to  an 
agreement  with  the  Ontario  Legisla- 
ture to  pass  Joint  legislation  for  the 
appointment  of  a board  of  control.

1 pass  the  Parliament  Buildings 
grounds  and  the  Empress  lawns 
evsry  day  nearly,  tad  during  the 
Winter  the  crow  la  busily  engaged  In 
digging  Ms  black  beak  Into  the 
ground  1 q search  of  food,  surely  not 
eggs  nor  young  chicken  nor  fruit. 
Let  me  repeat  -what  I have  'before 
said,  vis.,  that  during  my  Incumbency 
as  Deputy  Minister  -of  Agriculture 
under  the  Hon.  J.  H.  Turner,  a peti- 
tion was  sent  In  setting  forth  the 
sins  of  the  crow  and  asking  that  a 
bounty  be  placed  for  their  destruc- 
tion. The  then  government  wisely  de- 
clined to  act  on  such  ex  parte  evi- 
dence without  Information,  and  I was 
instructed  to  obtain  further  evidence. 

This  was  done  by  means  of  a cir- 
cular lettor  which  was  sent  broad- 
cast not  only  In  this  Province  but  in 
the  adjoining  State  of  Washington.

The  ‘ present  .Government  has  evi- 
dently not  concerned  itself  In  Institu- 
ting inquiries  but  has  offered  a 
bounty  sufficient  to  induce  any  en- 
terprising sportsman  to  go  out 
amongst  the  islands  In  the  Straits 
and  All  a boat  with  dead  crows.  1 
recently  referred  to  an  excellent  ar- 
ticle in  The  National  'Geographical 
Magasine,  see  Colonist,  Aug.  7,  1*20, 
in  which  the  crow  question  Is  elabor- 
ately dealt  with  and  which  Indubitab- 
ly aetf  - forth  the  value  of  the  crow 
as  an  invsterate  destroyer  of  vermin 
and  noxious  Insects.  1 may  add  that 
In  this  country  Ihe  larvae  of  the  ten-* 
lined-JuiM  hug  Is  a great  enemy  of 
the  strawberry  grower  and  this  In- 
sect forms  a considerable  portion  of 
the  crow's  diet.  An  article  In  The 
Colonist  of  May  2.  1920  shows  how 
valuable  to  a tomato  grower  the 
crow  was.  It  having  swooped  down 
in  hundrdes  and  cleared  up  an  in- 
sect pest  about  to  devour  the  plants 
and  fruit. 

As  to  eagles,  there  Is  an  article  In 
The  Seattle  P.I.  of  Sept.  11,  1929, 
ridiculing  the  Idea  of  putting  a 
bounty  on  the  Golden  Eagle  of. 
Alaska  by  the  U.8.  Government  and 
setting  forth  th#  fact  that  this  eagle 
lives  in  almost  uninhabited  regions 
and  could  do  very  little  harm  to  any 
civilised  place.

CHINKS*:  AND  LIQUOR 


The  desirability  of  the  Liquor  Con- 
trol Board  catering  to  the  local 
Chinese  trad#  Is,  after  all.  a matter  of 
puro  business.  There  is  no  Intention 
of  opening  liquor  stores  In  ihe  China- 
towns of  Vancouver  and  Victoria,  ss 
has  boon  made  cloar  by  the  Attornoy- 
Oeneral.  The  Government  has  tha 
last  word  in  such  matters  Inasmuch 
as  tbs  Liquor  Control  Act  cloarly 
points  out  that  all  regulations  deal- 
ing with  liquor  control,  which  may 
be  drawn  up  by  the  Board,  are  sub- 
ject to  tbs  approval  of  the  Lie  u ten - 
ant-UoVernor  In  Council.  The  Board 
may  have  considered  the  advisability 
of  establishing  stores  In  tho  China- 
towns of  tho  two  chief  cities  of  the 
Province,  but  no  final  decision  could 
nave  been  reached  on  this  matter 


rww  points.  Mr.  Eardley-Wllmot 
states  that  the  "Lord's  Day,’’  Rev.

THE  TARIFF  ISSUE. 


Tho  most  conclusive  answer  to  Mr. 
’ Mackensie  King’s  statement  that  "the 
policy  of  promoting  Increased  trade 
within  the  Empire  has  been  erased 
from  the  Oovernmenff  party  plat- 
form" le  found  in  thb  figures  dealing 
with  the  subject.  Last  year  there  was 
a notable  increase  In  the  trade  of 
Canada  with  other  parts  of  ths  Em- 
pire. and  while  we  believe  that  trade 
might  be  fostered  to  a far  greater  de- 
gree we  see  little  or  no  sound  basis  for 
argument  in  the  contention  advanced 
by  the  Liberal  leader  In  the  House  of 
Commons.  Mr.  King*  enunciated  again 
the  Liberal  attitude  - on  ^ the  tariff 
question.  Hie  partX  he  says,  does  not 
want  free  trade,  bit  tariff  for  rev- 
enue, as  opposed  to  tariff  for  protec- 
tion. The  Issue  then.  In  his  opinion, 
does  not  He  between  free  trade  and 
protection,  but  simply  on  the  purpose 
for  which  a tariff  la  levied. 

The  * present  tariff,  although  no 
doubt  capable  of  some  reform,\hae 
this  to  commend  It:  It  operates  as  a 
burden  which  Is  - distributed  as 
equally  as  possible  throughout  the 
country.  Mr.  King's  proposals  and 
those  of  Mr.  Crerar  would  give  special 
privileges  to  the  farming  community 
for  the  desire  Is  to  abolish  all  tariffs 
on  agricultural  Implements.  The 
tariffs  put  Into  force  /or  revenue  pur- 
poses only  might  readily  lend  them- 
■elrin  to  class  legislation,  for  already 
there  le  an  avowed  Intention  of  dis- 
criminating between  the  burdens 
borns  by  different  sections  of  the 
community.  No  tariff  poUoy  Is  per- 
fect, but'  a tariff  should  be  primarily 
for  the  protection  of  Industries  as 
well  as  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
revenues.  It  should  be  designed  so 
as  to  encourage  Cangdlans  to  buy 
Canadian  goods;  and  thua  keep  money 
circulating  at  homq. 

The  value  of  the  policy  proposed  by 
Mr.  Meckenxle  King  cannot  be  estim- 
ated until  he  announces  what  tariffs 
the  Liberals  endorse  Hs  has  never 
done  this,  • Ever  since  he  was  ap- 
pointed leader  of  the  party  he  has 
dealt  with  the  tariff  question  only  In 
general  terms,  and  h|M  mainly  con- 
fined hla  arguments  to  attacking  the 
Government's  policy.  Wire,  a Liberal 
Government  to  go  Into  power  tomor- 
row at  Ottawa,  the  changes  it  would 
make  In  the  tariff  would  be  ao  In- 
finitesimal that  we  doubt  if  they 
would  disturb  any  of  the  principles  of 
the  legislation  now  In  force.  As  be- 
tween the  Government  and  the 
Liberals  thefe  is  no  real  Issue  on  the 
tariff  question.  Their  rival  views 
merely  signify  a distinction  without  a 
difference,  for  the  one  le  Imposing 
tariffs  to  provide  both  national

Pupils  Per  Teacher- 

Sir, — 1 have  received  by  mall  a 
letter  from  a teacher  criticising  my 
statement  In  your  . lgsue  of  the  3rd 
Instant  that  a teaoher  of  pupils  In  tha 
Flrtt  and  Second  Primers  should  be 
able  to  teach  an  average  of  forty 
pupils.  The  letter  Is  ae  follows: 

"I  was  Interested  and  to  say  the 
least  decidedly  disappointed  In  your 
views  on  the  number  of  email  chil- 
dren per  teacher.  1 thought  you  were 
more  progressive  and  consider  your 
views  very  old  fogeyish. 

"I  have  at  present  tOjty  children 
enrolled.  The  most  in  receiving 
classes  should  be  twenty-!! ve  to  teach 
new  method;  in  other  grades  S5. 
Thera  has  never  yet  in  our  system 
been  enough  Individual  teaching.  We 
do  not  want  machines;  we  want  In- 
dividuality. It  la  impossible  to  teach 
any  method  but  mechanical  with 
larger  numbers  than  those  above. 
Also  It  Is  too  much  of  a strain  on  any 
teacher  to  hold  the  attention  of  a 
large  number  of  restless  children  un- 
less one  resorts  to  the  Old-fashioned 
method — namely,  the  (an^-and  that 
has  prstty  wall  baen  discarded  by  all 
preasnt-day  educationists  as  a pretty 
poor  method  of  management. 

"Then  'take  correcting  of  work 
alone.  Tills  Is  one  of  the  biggest 
items  In  senior  grades.  It  la  not 
right  for  teachers  to  have  to  spend 
their  evenings  at  this,  and  It  cer- 
tainly does  not  Improve  their  teach- 
ing next  day.  But  If  they  had  as 
large  numbers  as  you  suggest  It 
would  mean  extra  time  at  night  on 
correction. 

"Just  because  teachers  did  teach 
large  numbers  In  the  old  days  Is  no 
reason  why  they  should  today.  You 
muat  remember  that  the  old  method 
was  largely  by  rote  and  the  new 
mathod  today  entirely  the  opposite. 
It  demands  Individual  teaching.  The 
trouble  Is  you  taught  by  the  old.  and 
though  you  may  know  something  of 
the  theory  of  tha  new  you  have  not 
•practised  It  or  you  would  not  hold 
such  absurd  views.  I,  myself,  would 
far  rather  have  a smaller  salary  and 
fewer  pupils  than  a large  salary  and 
greater  number  of  pupils.  I think 
nearly  every  present -day  teacher 
would  prefer  the  same. 

"Well.  I could  say  more,  but  will 
leave  It  until  a future  time.  You  had 
batter  leave  teaching  to  those  who  are 
doing  It  every  day  and  put  youf 
energy  In  your  business  undertaking." 

I would  like  to  know  whether  there 
Is  any  considerable  number  of  teach- 
ers who  agree  with  the  above,  wholly 
or  In  part. 

As  to  "rota”  work  In  my  teaching 
there  was  none  of  U except  where 
memorising  la  Just  as  necessary  to- 
day. If  Mr.  Rdlaon’a  recent  7g  ques- 
tions propounded  to  college  gradu- 
ates are  not  to  be  considered  too 
freaklah,  thon.  If  there  were  a little 
mors  memorizing  today  than  appears 
to  be  the  rule  In  high  and  collegiate 
training,  tha  graduates  who  attempt  - 
ed  to  answer  Mr.  Edison's  questions 
would  not  havs  fallen  down  ao  badly

Both  BrlUln  and  Franco,  In  dis- 
cussing th*  Silesian  question,  seem 
actuated  by  the  same  desire,  namely, 
the  enforcement  of  the  Treaty  of 
Versailles.  That  Treaty  provided  for 
a plebiscite  In  Upper  Silesia  to  deter- 
mine If  the  eountry  would  be  under 
Oerman  or  Polish  sovereignty.  The 
people  voted  In  favor  of  tha  Poles, 
and  tt  was  assumed  that  th*  Inclusion 
of  that  portion  of  Blleala  In  the 
Pollah  domain  would  become  an 
accomplished  fact.  Th*  Supreme 
CounclJ  has  delayed  recognition  of 
the  result  of  the  plebiscite  With  the 
outcome  that  certain  sections  In 
Poland  became  restless.  An  Insur- 
gency movement  was  started  to  take 
forcible  possession  of  Upper  Blleala 
so  that  German  aggression  In  that 
territory  might  be  forestalled.  The 
movement  cannot  be  condoned,  but 
It  le  the  task  of  the  Allies  to  declare 
at  once  the  future  statue  of  Upper 
SHegla,  an  announcement  which.  If  Hi 
accord* moo  with  th*  recent  plebiscite, 
end  thus  with  th*  terms  of  th*  Treaty 
of  Verealllsa,  would  mean  th*  terri- 
tory would  Immediately  come  under 
Polish  sovereignty,  and  then  th*  In- 
surgent episode  would  be  at  an  end. 

France,  beyond  eny  other  country, 
le  adhering  rigidly  to  4h*  carrying 
out  of  th*  provisions  of  the  Treaty  of 
Verualllee.

One  can  only  wonder  where  the 
Information  was  obtained  that  the 
birds  mentioned  ere  of  So  destructive 
a character  as  to  necessitate  the  pass- 
ing of  the  order  In  council. 

There  are  men  such  as  W.  F.  Bur- 
ton and  Allen  Brook*,  who  are  quali- 
fied to  give  all  necessary  Information 
regarding  the  habits  of  birds,  and  I 
feel  sure  that  it  their  advice  had 
been  asked  the  order  wpuld  never 
have  been  passed. 

Can  It  be  possible  that  the  gentle- 
men responsible  for  the  passing  ef 
th*  order  consider  themselves  com- 
petent Judges  or  are  they  actuated  by 
pre-election  promises?

Mr.  Lowther  said  he  came  t0  Can- 
ada as  the  ambassador  or  the  Em- 
pire Parliamentary  Association,  and 
pressnted  as  his  credentlala  the  fact 
that  he  had  been  president  of  the 
association  since  Its  Inception  and 
Joint  president  with  the  Spesker  of 
the  House  of  ,Lorda.  The  Empire 
Pdtllamentary  Association  was  form- 
ed 10  years  ago  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  into  association  and  contact 
members  of  the  different  parliaments 
within  the  empire. 

"We  are  always  delighted  to  re- 
ceive any  member  of  the  Dominion 
Parliaments  who  come  to  the  met- 
ropolis." Mr.  Lowther  said. 

‘‘We  believe  In  exchange  of  Ideae 
that  the  heat  interests  of  the  empire 
may  he  served  Although  I am  no 
'longer  president  of  the  association',  I 
have  been  closely  connected  with  It, 
and  my  severapee  la  so  recent  that 
the  association  invited  matte  under- 
take this  pleasurable  duty.

Chair  Preferred  to  Tahir 

"A  number  of  peera  and  members 
of  the  House  of  Commons  were  asked 
to  do  what  they  could  towards  com- 
pleting this  magnificent  building, 
which  I have  this  morning  inspected. 
The  first  idea  was  to  offer  you  a 
replica  of  the  table  in  the  House  of 
Conimons  which  was  once  described 
by  Mr.  Disraeli,  on  an  occasion  of 
Intense  parliamentary  exchange  with 
Mr.  Gladstone,  as  ‘this  substantial 
piece  of  furniture  which  happily 
divides  us.’  On  second  thought.  It 
was  considered  that  a table  rather 
connoted*  ♦^inference.  but  a chair

both  Houaeq  of  Parliament  of  the 
United  Kingdom  to  the  House  of 
Commons  of  Canada.  It  acknowJ- 
edgsa  in  Its  presentation  by  ua  and 
Its  acceptance  by  you.  the  great  prin- 
ciple that  the  British  people,  whether 
in  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  the  Do- 
minions. accept  parliamentary  gov- 
ernment and  parliamentary  Institu- 
tions as  the  best  known  method  by 
which  a free  people  can  govern 
themselves,  and  by  which  their  aspir- 
ations and  diveralons  can  be  best 
realised  or  developed." 

After  briefly  summarizing  In 
French  the  best  wishes  of  the  mem- 
bers of  parliament  of  the  Mother 
Country  and  expressing  the  hope  that 
the  chair  would  always  be  the  symbol 
of  goodwill  and  of  a strong  desire  for 
a more  intiniath  relation  between  the 
members  of  parliament  at  Westmin- 
ster and  their  colleagues  In  the  par- 
liament at  Ottawa.  Mr.  Lowther  con- 
cluded as  follows: 

"The  Speaker's  chair  Is  the  sym- 
bol, not  only  of  parliamentary  gov- 
ernment as  accepted  an-vl  evolved  by 
the  great  constituent  elements  of  ths 
commonwealth  of  British  nations,  but 
also  of  authority — -the  authority  of 
the  individual  selected  by  hie  fellows 
as  most  worthy  to  preside  over  them 
— authority  to  regulate  debate,  to 
maintain  order  and  to  Insure  the  free 
expression  of  opinion. 

"It  marks,  therefore,  not  only  the 
similarity  and  continuity  of  parlia- 
mentary government  In  the  New 
World  aa  In  ths  Old,  but  it  empha- 
sises the  principle  that  without  law. 
order  and  authority  there  can  be  no 
true  freedom. 

"Upon  the  chair  Itself  Is  incribed 
'Libertas  in  Leglbua.' 

"It  ia  the  hope  of  the  donors  that 
parliamentary  Instinct  and  tradition#, 
which,  broadening  from  precedent  to 
precedent.  have  come  down  to  ua 
from  St.  Stephen’#,  may  flourish  and 
abound  in  this  country  and  that  when 
this  generation  and  future  genera- 
tions of  legislators  look  upon  the 
chair,  the  sight  may  kindle  In  their 
breasts  a spark — may  1 say  flame — 
of  reaped  and  affection  for  the  Old 
Country  from  which  it  has  come." 

Fittingly  Acknowledged 

Mr.  Speaker  Rhodes  then  ascended 
ths  new  chair  and.  In  a brief  speech 
expressed  the  appreciation  of  the 
House  of  Commons  for  the  gift.  The 
chair  came  to  the  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada  bringing  associations  of 
Westminster,  and  would  be  valued 
for  these  associations.  It  would  • be 
valued  also  because  It  had  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Canadian  House  of  Com- 
mons by  one  who  had  occupied  the 
Speaker's  chair  In  the  British  House

"Let  u*  contemplate  on  our  agree- 
ments and  not  emphasize  our  dif- 
ferences— that  la  a thought  that  I 
want  to  place  before  you  here  for  the 
educational  week.  Emphasize  your 
agree  manta  and  forget  Sbout  your 
differences,  and  the  task  of  life*  will 
be  caster,  you  will  always  be  looking 
on  the  brighter  aide  of  everything. 

I 
sometimes  think  that  we  here  in  C an- 
ode are  too  apt  to  beco.ne  provin- 
cial. and  not  take  pride  enough  In 
our  federal  outgoings.

"What  we-  need  here  is  to  make 
Canadians  199  per  cent  Canadian.

inters  of  Childhood 

The  speaker  then  went  on  to  com- 
ment upon  the  three  pillars  of  child- 
hood. pointing  out  that  the  home,  the 
church  and  the  school  are  the  three 
Pillars  of  childhood.  Bach  of  these 
three  has  Its  contribution  to  make. 
Each  has  Its  responsibilities  to  face. 
Each  has  Its  duty  te  "Hia  Majesty, 
the  Child."  If  one  falls  short,  the 
others  must  make  good  the  shortage, 
for  the  child  must  not  suffer.  Surely, 
then,  we  see  the  Importance  of  edu- 
cation. We  cannot  help  hut  aee  Just 
what  an  asset  the  school  to  to  a com- 
munity. The  whole  /uture  of  a city 
to  Indissolubly  bound  up  In  Its 
schools,  and  thooo  places  that  devote 
moot  attention  to  the  all-round  de- 
velopment of  the  chlldrep  will  un- 
doubtedly lead  in  the  days  to  come.

That  the  Federal  Government  la 
prepared  to  extend  laat  year’s  scheme 
Of  relief  to  aid  ex-soldiera  out  of 
-mployment  la  the  practical  aaaut 
-nee  contained  In  a letter  Just  re 
waived  by  the  Great  War  Veteran*, 
association.  In  response  to  the  wlrv 
.ruentty  sens  away  by  the  association 
asking  for  the  recommendation  of  the 
extension  of  the  housing  schem. 
throughout  this  Summer  In  order  to 
help  conditions  amongst  the  veterans. 

The  letter  received  Is  from  the 
clerk  of  the  Committee  on  Pensions, 
which  has  been  lately  Inquiring  about 
he  entire  subject  of  soldier  re- 
establishment. It  states  as  follows, 
in  part: 

"On  Monday.  May  I,  a delegation 
repreaenUng  the  O.W.V.A.  appeared 
before  the  committee  and  gave  evi- 
dence on  the  unemployment  situation 
in  Toronto.  Following  thla  the  chair- 
man had  a conference  with  the  Prime 
Mlniater,  and  waa  assured  that  the 
reUef  measure  which  was  established 
last  year  by  the  Federal  Government, 
granting  one-third  of  disbursements 
for  relief,  would  be  continued.  Fur- 
thermore. the  chairmen  was  also  as- 
sured that  the  Department  of  Labor 
and  the  Soldiers*  Settlement  Board 
would  be  In  close  touch  with  the 
unemployment  situation  elsewhere. 
In  view  of  thie  attention  of 
the  two  departments  will  be  called 
respecting  the  repreeentatlons  made 
In  your  telegram.*' 

Interviewed  last  evening.  Comrade 
W.  O.  Stone,  past  president  of  the 
G.W.V.A.,  states  the  one-third  dis- 
bursements scheme  consists  of  the 
Federal  Government  putting  up  one- 
thtrd  of  money  spent  by  cltlee  for 
soldier  relief,  thd  dittos  themselves 
to  put  up  one-third  and  the  Provin- 
cial Governments  to  put  up  the  re- 
maining third.  The  schem*  when  It 
was  Introduced  before  waa  net  ac- 
cepted by  the  Victoria  City  Council, 
although  adopted  In  other  cities  of 
the  country,;

It  Is  acknowledged  that  Vancouver 
Island  has  all  the  natural  advantages 
necessary  to  make  it  one  of  the  beet 
countries  in  the  world  for  all  around 
sport,  but  It  must  be  recognised  by 
men  who  hunt  and  flah  that  Instead 
Jf  an  Increase  in  game  of  late  years, 
many  of  our  native  game  species  have 
gradually  deteriorated  end  eventual 
extinction  Is  In  sigh^.  The  Victoria 
Fish  and  Game  Association  has  been 
formed  with  ita  principal  aim  to 
guard  against  such  a disaster,  and 
with  the  express  object  of  taking 
those  steps  which  are  necessary  to 
make  the  Island  the  greatest  game 
field  In  the  world.

The  89  ahlps  leaving 
port  this  morning  were  under  orders 
from  Admiral  Hugh  Rodman,  com- 
mander-ln-chief  of  the  Pacific  fleet, 
to  make  a search  extending  from  a 
point  200  miles  south  of  here  to  far 
cut  into  the  ocean.  Search  for  the 
Conestoga  is  believed  to  have  been 
prompted  by  the  finding  of  a life- 
boat thought  to  belong  to  the  missing 
tug.  and  which  was  picked  up  by  the 
captain  of  the  steamship  Senator 
several  days  ago  off  the  Lower  Cali- 
fornia coast.

After  a rare  old  time 
a-*l)ore,  the  deserter  had  quite  a thirst 
and  has  lapped  up  a good  deal  of 
refreshing  milk,  but  he  seems  quite 
conncloua  of  his  breach  of  discip- 
line. 

The  evidence  show-s  that  while  H. 
M.C.8.  Patriot  was  at  Nanaimo  the 
prisoner  referred  tt>  slipped  ashore 
with  others  of  the  liberty  party,  but 
fulled  to  return.  A picket  scoured 
the  streets,  but  found  no  trace  of  the 
missing  one,  who  was  accordingly 
logged  as  overatnylng  leave  and  then 
as  a deserter. 

Apparently  shore  life  palled  and 
Vie  deserter  returned  to  "the  breach” 
ufter  a wild  time,  only  to  find  that 
(he’  squadron  had  sailed.  He  then 
stewed  away  pn-  bo.iyd  the  Teplc  and 
.Was  disco ver/d  while  on  the  voyage 
*o  Vancouver.  Identification  marks 
•ITowed  that  the  stowaway  belonged 
to  tho  Patriot  and  he  was  turned  over 
to  Lieutenant  Henle.

Recently  Dissolved  West- 
bound— In  San  'Francisco 
and  Northwest 


Effective  June  6 


The  new  -Anchor  liner  .Camoronia, 
with-  the  Scottish  footballers  on 
board,  reached  Halifax  on  her 
maiden  voyage  Thursday  night,  eight 
days  from  Liverpool.  Tho  Cameronla. 
of  19,700  gross  tons,  was  originally 
intended  to  make  her  first  voyage 
or.  February  18th  last,  but  her  com- 
pletion at  the  yards  of  William 
Beardmore,  Ltd.,  on  the  Clyde,  was 
delayed  by  various  labor  troubles, 
principally  the  Joiner*' * strike.  Her 
keel  was  laid  on  March  7,  1919,  and 
she  was  launched  the  same  year  on 
December  29.  She  la  575  1-2  feet 
long.  70  feet  broad.  43  feet  deep  and 
has  accommodation  for  264  first  class. 
370  second  and  about  1,150  third 
class  passengers,  the  last  in  two, 
four  and  six  berth  staterooms.  She  Is 
driven  by  two  sets  of  Brown-Curtls 
turbines,  turning  the  propeller  shafts 
through  helical  gearing  of  the  double- 
reduction  type.  Steam  is  supplied  by 
three  double-ended  and  three  single- 
ended  boilers  burning  oil  fuel.  The 
Cameronla  Is  a strikingly  hsndsoms 
vessel  with  a straight  stem  and 
cruiser  stern,  having  two  steel  pole 
masts  and  a well-proportioned  fun- 
nel, elliptical  In  shape  and  with  ad- 
miralty top.  The  first  class  dining 
room,  ths  lounge,  the  writing  room 
and  smoking  room  are  said  to  be  of 
unusual  elegance.  She  has  a veranda 
cufe  which  gives  the  Impression  of  an 
old  garden,  the  walla  being  treated 
to  represent  stone  with  trellis  decor- 
ation. A marble  fotyitaln  occupies 
the  centre. 

Four  stater  ships  of  the  Camer- 
cnla  are  also  under  conetructlon. 
They  are  the  Caledonia,  California, 
Tuscanla  and  Transylvania.

SAN  FRANCISCO.  May  20.— Bi- 
ts bllshment  of  two  conferences,  ono 
In  San  Francisco  and  the  other  In 
the  northwest,  to  take  the  place  of 
the  recently  dissolved  ‘Pacific  Coast 
Westbound  Shipping  Conference, 
which  regulated  transpacific  freight 
rates,  is  under  way,  it  was  announced 
today  by  J.  H.  Todd,  rate  expert  for 
the  United  States  Shipping  Board 
here.  The  San  Franclaco  conference, 
which  will  Include  the  California 
operators  only,  le  being  formed  to- 
day. The  Northwest  conference  'will 
be  formed  at  a meeting  of  both  Cali- 
fornia and  NorUijvest  operators  in 
Portland  next  Wednesday, 

While  working  in  close  co-opera- 
tion, and  possibly  under  one  name, 
the  two  conferences  will  confine 
themselves  to  the  cargo  conditions 
affecting  their  own  localities.  Todd 
announced.  The  China  Mall  Steam- 
ship Company  will  not  enter  the  Cal- 
ifornia conference,  it  was  announced, 
but  will  abide  by  ita  rule*.  The  Blue 
Funnel  and  Robert  Dollar  lines  are 
expected  to  take  a like  course  in  re- 
gard to  the  Northwest  conference. 

The  Westbound  conference  was  dis- 
rupted when  the  Java  Paclflo  and 
China  Mail  Steamship  companies 
withdrew,  announcing  that  they 
would  adopt  an  independent  rate 
policy.  Representative*  of  the  North 
Atlantic  Far  Bast  Conference  of  New 
York  Intervened,  with  the  result  that 
the  two-con ferenoe  idea  developed 
for  the  Pacific  Coast.

Mr.  Kyle  Speaks 

Mr.  J.  Kyle,  organiser  of  technical 
education,  addressed  the  parent- 
Teachehe’  Association  of  Bsqulmalt 
last  night  on  the  subject  of  "Techni- 
cal Education." 

The  speaker  aald  that  the  content 
of  school  training  had  changed  dur- 
ing the  past  fifty  years  bscauao  con- 
ditions of  life  had  altared.  The  -great- 
er number  of  boys  and  girls  used  to 
leave  school  early  and  become  ap- 
prenticed to  various  trades,  and  the 
'systematic  training  there  given  really 
formed  part  of  their  schooling.  To- 
day the  system  of  apprenticeship  is 
practically  dead,  and  in  some  im- 
portant industries  boys  are  not  de- 
sired by  the  masters  and  very  much 
restricted  by  the  unions.  The  techni- 
cal training  of  tha  twentieth  century, 
therefore,  realty  took  the  place  of  the 
apprenticeship  system,  but  did  not 
entirely  fill  it.  for  the  technical 
school  was  not  a trade  school.  It 
was  a place  where  fundamentals  ware 
taught,  and  where  basic  problems 
were  mastered. 

"The  technical  school  training  is 
tha  only  meant  of  preventing  early 
specialisation  and  of  saving  boys  and 
girls  from  brooming  single  purpose 
machines,"  said  Mr.  Kyla.  "A  broad 
preparation  of  industrial  work  In 
general  la  laid  thereby,  giving  the 
pupils  some  Idea  of  their  special 
capacities.  If  they  have  any,  and  per- 
mitting them  to  choose  their  life’s 
work  intelligently. 

"Because  of  the  complete  training 
being  given  to  boys  and  glrla  in  the 
East  and  to  the  south  of  British  Co- 
lumbia. and  to  tha  wonderful  edu- 
cation given  to  industrial  workers  In 
Europe.
